Judge Morris Makes Ruling in

Against Brown. 


THIRTY DAYS GIVEN 


TO FILE EXCEPTIONS 


Case Against George O'Melia 


of Dunreith Continued to 


Dec. 15th. 


Action was taken in the four 


embezzlement cases against Clar- 
ence E. Brown, former cashier of 
the old Milroy bank, in the Rush 
circuit court Saturday by Judge 
John Morris of Newcastle, spe- 
cial judge. 
In each of the four cases 


against Brown, the state filed a 
motion to strike special appear- 
ance and objections from files. 
This was overruled by Judge 
Morris. The defendant's special 
appearance and objections were 
submitted upon verified motion 
and objections, and were over- 
ruled. There were exceptions, and 
thirty days were given in which 
to file all bills of exceptions. 


The first case charging Brown 


with embezzlement was filed 
several years ago and since that 
tune he has twice been acquitted 
of the charges by juries in the 
Rush circuit court. Four affidav- 
its remain against him on the lo- 
cal court docket. 
Judge Morris was also appoint- 


ed as special judge in the case of 
Harriet R. Foster, et al, against 
Thomas G. Richardson, executor 
of the last will Of Greenup 
Thompson, deceased, a 
com- 


plaint to contest will. 
The commissioners filed an in- 


ventory and appraisement, show- 
ing real estate to be appraised at 
$1.700, in the case of Katherine 
Whitpell 
against Edward T. 


O'Neil, et al. to quiet title. 
John VanDuyn of Greenfield 


has been appointed as special 
. lud^e in the case of Frances E. 
Bell aeainst Georee Jones and 
Cecil Jones, for $5,000 damages. 


The case of State of Indiana 


aeainst George O'Melia for main- 
taining a place where liquor was 
sold and maintainig a nuisance 
was to have come up in the Rush 
circuit court Monday. O'Melia is 
a resident of Dunreith and the 
case was sent here from Henry 
county on a change of venue.

December 15 bv an agreement of 
counsel on both sides Saturday 
evening.

German Liner Louise Leonhardt 


Makes Appeal and Wireless 


Then is Silent. 


Cuxhaven, Germany, Nov. 24— 


(AP.)—Fear was entertained to- 
day that the German steamer 
Louise Leonhardt, from Ham- 
burg with a cargo of potash for 
the United States, was lost with 
all hands in a gale in the Elbe 
Estuary. She had a crew of 50. 


The Louise Leonhardt became 


disabled and stranded on Gross- 
vogel Sand-bank near the Elbe 
Number 1 Lightship. Lifeboats 
received no answer to their wire- 
less calls and could not locate 
the vessel. Her displacement was 
3,364 tons. 
Owners of the ship, Leonhardt 


and Blankenberg, of Hamburg, 
said they considered the ship 
lost.

Geneva, Nov. 24 (AP.)—A pic- 


ture of the DO-X, huge 12- 
motored German seaplane, ar- 
mored and equipped as a bomb- 
ing plftne and a formidable weap 
on of war was drawn for the 
prepartory disarmament com- 
mission of the League of Nations 
today by Rene Massigli, French 
representative. 


The allusions to the DO-X 


were made before a gathering 
already startled by one sensa- 
tion, the abrupt departure of 
Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet commis- 
sar for foreign affairs, for Milan, 
Italy, from where after confer- 
ring with the Russian ambassa- 
dor at Rome, he will proceed to 
Moscow, abandoning his work 
with the disarmament commis- 
sion. 
His departure aroused much 


speculation as to a possible con- 
nection with reported subversive 
disturbances 
in 
Russia, 
but 


members of the Soviet delegation 
remaining here declared that 
the disturbances did not exist 
and that M. Litvinoff had left 
because he had done all that was 
possible in the commission and

na Included in Path of

SEVERAL COUNTRIES 


REPORT DEAD, INJURED 


Floods Do Much Damage and 


Cause Drownings in Sec- 


tions of France. 


London, Nov. 24—f AP.)—While 


a week-end gale howled from 
London to Vienna, doing consid- 
erable damage, rivers of France, 
Germany and Belgium rose past 
flood stage, threatening today to 
cut a muddy swathe through 
populous industrial and farming 
sections. 
' 


Seven persons perished and at 


least 200 were injured. France 
had five dead and many injured; 
a girl was drowned in the lower 
Rhineland, and in Vienna one 
person was killed and 100 injured 
in an 80-mile hurricane. 


Belgium appeared the great- 


est sufferer, with the river 
Scheldt bursting its dikes and 
flooding other rivers. Thousands 
left their homes and plodded to 
higher ground. There was con- 
siderable suffering from hunger. 


Today's early morning tide was 


not so high as was expected and 
this, coupled with a slight cessa- 
tion of the wind from off the sea, 
gave hope of an improvement in 
conditions. 


The Termonde region is com- 


pletely submerged, Antwerp suf- 
fered considerable damage, its 
suburb of Sainte Anne was ma- 
rooned and Chaleroi Colleries 
and Steel Works were .flooded. 


In France the Seine and tri- 


butary rivers from Paris to Havre 
were flooded. Lowland sections 
were covered with water. 


Of the five dead in France, 


three were Lorient fishermen 
whose smack capsized in the 
storm, one was a barge captain 
who was killed when the gale 
toppled a derrick over on him, 
and one a sailor at Boulogne 
whose craft was blown ashore. 


Southern Germany was hard 


hit with the Rhine and Moselle 
many feet above normal stages. 


In addition to one dead, 100 


were injured at Vienna. 


In Germany Bavaria suffered 


piost. In Munich both towers of 
the Munich-Stadelheim 
radio 


station crashed.

FEEDING WHEAT 


Low Price of Wheat and Scar- 


city of Corn, Assigned 


as Reason. 


MANY INQUIRIES TO 


PLAN ARE RECEIVED 


County Agent Quotes Purdue 


Expert -to Show Benefits 


of Feeding. 


Many Rush county farmers 


have been feeding wheat to their 
hogs due to the low price of 
wheat and scarcity of corn, ac- 
cording to E. F. Brown, county 
agent, who states that he had 
received many inquiries upon the 
subject of feeding wheat 
to 


hogs. 


In Purdue experiments, wheat 


fed to hogs shows a return of 
$1.35 per bushel, according to C. 
M. Vestal of the animal husban- 
dry department there who con- 
tributes the following article on 
this subject: 
"Extensive feeding of wheat 


to hogs raises the question of 
the kind of pork produced. That 
wheat produces firm pork, the 
kind demanded on the market, 
was shown by slaughter 
and 


grading tests made by Kingam 
and company of Indianapolis, in 
cooperation with the Purdue uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 
"The hogs used in these tests 


were fed at the Purdue Station 
during the past summer and 
fall. They weighed an average of 
108 pounds at the start of the 
feeding period. One lot of hogs 
was fed coarse-ground wheat 
and tankage; another, shelled 
corn: and tankage; and the third 
shelled 
corn. 
coarse-ground 


wheat and tankage. The hogs in 
all lots made average daily gains 
of 1.8 pounds or more,' and were 
marketed at an average weight 
of aoproxunately 225 pounds. 


"The dressing percentage was 


determined for the different lots, 
The corn-fed hogs dressed 81.2 
percent; the wheat-fed hogs 81.9 
percent; and the hogs which had 
corn and wheat 81.3 percent. 


"The 
carcasses from the 56 


corn-fed hogs graded 50 firm, 3 
medium and 3 soft, while the 56 
wheat-fed hogs graded 55 firm 
and 1 medium. Carcasses from 58 
hogs fed corn and wheat graded 
57 firm and 1 medium. 


"The wheat-fed hogs were not 


only desirable 
for the 
meat 


trade, but profitable from the 
standpoint of marketing wheat. 
With hogs selling at $9.35 a hun- 
dred pounds the wheat which 
was fed as the only grain with 
tankage returned $1.25 a bushel. 
The wheat which was fed free 
choice with corn and tankage re- 
turned $1.35 a bushel. Where 
corn and wheat were fed 
free 


choice the hogs ate three and 
one half times as much wheat as 
corn."

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TO SAVE THE CHILDREN 


There can certainly be no quarrel at all with 


President Hoover's recent speech on child wel- 
fare. The president is at his very best when he 
discusses that subject; witness the millions of 
children in Europe who owe their health today 
largely to his work of relief administrator after 
the war. He knows his subject, and he speaks on 
it with true feeling; and it is to be hoped that his 
recent utterances will have a wide effect. 


It comes as something of a shock to learn that 


there are in this country not less than 10,000,000 
children who are hampered sadly by financial, 
physical or mental limitations. Leaving out of 
consideration the enormous sum of childish suf- 
fering and unhappiness that that connotes, one 
cannot help agreeing with the president, that 
even on non-humanitarian grounds the nation 
must get busy to help those youngsters. _ An un- 
healthy and handicapped generation of children 
today means an unhealthy and handicapped 
generation of adults tomorrow—with both the 
bad health and the other handicaps woefully in- 
creased by the passing of time. 


It is perfectly true, as the president remarks, 


that one generation of children properly trained 
and properly educated would in time end a thou- 
sand problems of government. 


••One good community nurse," he asserts, "will 


save a dozen future policemen." 


The president's address was unusually timely, 


coming as it did just at a moment when crime 
conditions in our big cities are engrossing so 
much of our attention. It is high time that we 
recognize that much of this -crime wave" grows 
quite naturally and inevitably out of the condi- 
tions amid which children in city slums have to 
grow to maturity. The president's remark about 


one good nurse saving a dozen policemen was not 
a mere figur.e of speech; it was the plain, literal 
truth. 


President Hoover adds that more than 80 per 


.cent of these 10,000,000 unfortunate children are 
not getting the necessary attention, although 
their deficiences could easily be prevented or re- 
medied to a large degree. It is a call to action 
that he has sounded, and the nation should 
respond to it immediately^. 


CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE 


Sometimes it does seem as if people never will 


learn. The old "didn't know it was loaded" busi 
ness has taken many a human life, but it would 
be supposed that by this time every one in a na- 
tion where there are so many firearms would 
know better than to fall victim to it. Many do 
not. 


The old army rule still holds good: never point 


a gun, loaded or unloaded, at any one—never, un- 
less you intend to kill. But the news of the day 
and of almost every day shows how littlejihe rule 
is observed. "The gun that isn't loaded is always 
the one that goes off" approaches the axiomatip 


The gunning season will soon be at its height, 


with, a consequent marked rise in the number of 
accidental deaths from firearms. But by far the 
larger number of these deaths are not from stray 
bullets and mistaking human -beings for game 
but from the careless and reckless handling^pf 
loaded guns. Wire fences and twUgs pull many, a 
trigger with deadly results. And the victim is 
often the most experienced hunter. 


To shoot another in mistake for game, to kill 


another through the accidental discharge of a 
fire arm and to fatally wound another with a 
weapon thought to be unloaded amount to man- 
slaughter. They are inexcusable and criminal.

In 1912, Rush county only 


raised $129 but since then more 
than two thousand dollars have 
been obtained in the campaign, 
as in 1926, $2185.35 was raised, he 
remarked, and last .year the 
amount was $1867. In 1920 Psi 
Iota Xi sorority took over the 
campaign and that year raised 
over thirteen hundred dollars. 
Seventy five percent of the.first 
fifteen hundred raised in this 
county is kept for use here, and 
eighty percent of all over that 
amount is used for tuberculosis 
work in Rush county, it was an- 
nounced. 


Dr. McBride asserted that the 


death rate from tuberculosis has 
been reduced greatly in Rush 
county since 1910 to 1919 when 
140 people died from this disease. 
In the last five years fifty five 


people have succumbed making 
an average of eleven a year for 
this county. 


This is the only disease by 


which no medicine is used in the 
cure, he said, and a program of 
bed rest, good food, satisfied 
mind and good medical atten- 
tion, was the only way to cure 
tuberculosis in its beginning. 


Mrs. Katherine McLaughlin, 


visiting nurse, who is in charge 
of all tuberculosis patients in 
this county and who assists in 
the clinics sponsored by the Wo- 
man's Council was introduced. 
Eight (dimes have been held this 
year, 178 patients examined with 
thirty five suspects found. The 
council also has four open air 
houses for tuberculosis, in use. 


Mrs. Waggener gave a. short 


history of the Woman's Council 
which began in 1919 with Nurse 
Ruth Reeves as president, fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Tom Green and 
with Mrs. Horatio Havens as 
president now. It was through 
this council that the Christmas 
seal was kept alive. Mrs. Harold

DEBENTURE PLAN 


LOOMS IN SENATE

(Associated Press Farm Editor) 


Washington, (A.P.)—The 
re- 


turn of William E. Borah of Ida 
ho and George W. Norris of Ne- 
braska to the United States sen- 
ate virtually assures a renewa 
of the farm fight for the exporl 
debenture before a new and 
more favorable congress. 


It was Norris who introduced 


the resolution by which the sen- 
ate wrote the export debenture 
plan into its draft of the tariff 
act of 1929, and it. was Borah 
who led the long, fruitless bat- 
tle to have it enacted over the 
protest of house conferees. 


Predicting another 
effort 
to 


revive the 
export debenture 


Senator Borah said: 


"It is my belief that until the 


debenture is put into operation 
the wheat growers and other 
important groups of agricultural 
producers will not be benefited 
in any degree by governmental 
action." 


Briefly, the export debenture 


plan is an arrangement whereby 
exporters of agricultural pro- 
ducts, of. which there is a surplus, 
receive from the treasury 
de- 


oartment certificates with a 
face value established by con- 
gress and intended to represent 
the difference in costs of produc- 
tion between this and 
foreign 


countries. 


Such certificates are negotia- 


ble and good for their face value 
in payment of import tariffs. 


Thus if the debenture were 


operative, the 
wheat farmer 


would receive for his product the 
the world price plus the value of 
the debenture certificate. 


Opposition to the scheme cen-r 


ters chiefly around the Conten- 
tion that it would reduce the 
federal revenue from 
customs 


receipts, dollar for dollar, 
the 


amount of the debentures. 


For example, if this country 


exported 300,000,000 bushels 'of 
wheat on which was issued de- 
bentures of 21 cents a bushel, 
mporters who purchased 
the 


certificates for bringing dutiable" 
jroducts into the country would 
ceep $63,000,000 out of the treas- 
ury.Farm groups generally favor 
;he process for, 
theoretically, 


;he $63,000,000 would go into the 
'armors' pockets.
